last he was tried on acharge of assault 
witha deadly 
weapon, 'and paid, a

At 


the coroner's inquest over the body of 
Pendola, held at Kirkwoods, on Wed- 
nesday of last 
week, nearly all the

The inquest was prolonged till 


four o'clock the following morning. 


The father and' Ernosto Monti, the 


so-called 
magician, 
are both to be 


prosecuted. 


Finally, having been dug out, and 


the clods of earth and clay 
removed 


from his 
paralyzed 
limbs, *he

conveyed to the hospital,

to the nervous system.

to remove the boy.

rear of his house, and in it he buried 
the lad,"who, half 
paralyzed 
and 


epileptic, made no attempt 
to resist 


his father's .inhuman deed. 
Conti's 


neighbors, 
having heard of the affair 


remonstrated

all countries for which figures 
were 


obtainable, 
the greater 
part of the 


teaching 
is 
done 
by 
women. 
The 


excess of female teachers 
over male is 


greater in this country 
than in any 


other. 
The per cent of female teach- 


ers, moreover, is increasing 
steadily, 


having advanced from 67.8 ,per 
cent 


in 1880 to 70.8 in 1890, and 
to73.4 in 


1900. 
Somewhat more than one-fourth 


of the white teachers 
were males, over 


one-third of the negro 
teachers, 
and 


nearly 
one-half 
of the Indian and 


Mongolian teachers. 


In 1900 Nevada had the largest 
pro- 


portionable number 
of teachers 
re- 


ported in any state or territory. ;Ver- 
mont 'was 
second in this 
respect, 


Maine third and lowa fourth. 
The 


proportion of teachers 
was smallest in 


some of the Southern 
states. 
During 


the past 
decade 
the proportion 
has 


increased in every state and territory, 
the increase reaohing 
a maximum in 


the state of Washington. 
The states 


of the North and 
West showed 
a 


greater 
increase 
than those 
of the 


South. 
The proportion of teachers in 


continental United States' is smaller 
than in England 
and 
Wales, 
but 


greater 
than in 
Germany, 
France, 


Italy, Canada, Mexico or Cuba. 
The 


immigrant population contains 
fewer 


teachers in proportion to its numbers 
than the negro population. 


The bureau of the census 
has 
jnst 


published a discussion 
and 
analysis 


of the census 
statistics 
of teachers, 


written by Prof. Walter P. Willcox of 
Cornell university. 
In these 
sta- 


tistics no distinction ismade between 
teachers 
in 
schools 
and 
those 
in 


colleges and universities. 
The 
im- 


portance of the 
teachers' 
occupation 


in the United States is emphasized 
by 


the fact that the number of teachers 
exceeds the total number 
of clergy- 


men, 
physicians 
and 
lawyers. 
He 


finds 
that 
in 
continental 
United 


States in 1900 there were 140 teachers 
for every 
10,000 
persons 
between 
5 


and 24 years of age, which represents 
an average of 1teacher for 71 potent- 
ial pupils. 
According to this method 


of comparison, the supply of teachers 
is 
increasing 
and 
has 
more than 


doubled within the last thirty years, 
since in 1880 
there 
were 
only 73 


teachers 
to every 
10,000 
person 
of 


teachable age, or 1 teacher 
for 137 


potential pupils.

held back, because

ot indemnity and the surrender 
of one 


half of the island of Sagahalien. 
Rus- 


sia, on the other hand, is humiliated 
as she has never been humiliated be- 
fore. Her national pride has 
been 


wounded to the quick. 
She has been 


placed before the world as a suppliant 
for mercy at the hands of a heathen 
power hitherto 
unreckoned 
with in 


the 
councils 
of 
civilized nations. 


This is especially galling to a people 
who for generations 
have 
hugged the 


delusion of world conquest and shaped 
their policy in accordance 
therewith. 


And Russia willnow cling to the idea 
ot some day wiping out the disgrace 
that has been heaped 
upon her. 
Na- 


tions are actuated 
by the 
same mo- 


tives as individuals. In the interval 
of peace she willprepare 
for another 


struggle 
with 
her late 
adversary. 


This willforce Japan to a state of pre- 
paredness also. So whilepeace hovers 
over the plains 
of Manchuria —the 


scene of the bloodiest war of modern 
times— the combatants 
will glare at 


each other from across their frontiers, 
ready to spring 
again at each 
other 


throats when the opportune 
moment 


is deemed to have arrived. 


Mainly through the 
intercession 
of 


President 
Roosevelt, 
Jap 
and Rnss 


have agreed to sheath the 
sword, and 


live as peaceble 
neighbors 
in 
the 


Orient. 
Tbe blessedness 
that belongs 


to the peacemaker 
is due to the head 


of 
the 
United States. 
Had he not 


proffered his services to the 
warring 


nations, there isno doubt the terrible 
slaughter 
would have continued for 


months, 
ifnot years, 
longer. 
Tbe 


magnanimity ot Japan, 
the victorious 


nation inarms, in concluding a treaty 
of peace on the terms finally agreed 
upon is a matter of astonishment to 
the civilized world. 
Never in the 


history of the world has a conquering 
nation been so generous inmaking a 
compact of peace. 
This generosity is 


interpreted by some as a sign of prac- 
tical exhaustion on tbe part of the 
doughty littleislandeis to prosecute 
the war successfully 
any longer. 
We 


do not believe 
this theory for a mo- 


ment. We believe that Japan's ability 
from a financial and material stand- 
point to continue 
the 
struggle is 


greater to-day 
than 
that of Russia. 


Kussia has more population 
to draw 


from, itis true, but the warlike pat- 
rioticspirit is absent; 
whereas itis a 


conspicuous feature 
of the Japanese 


soldier, and indeed of all classes in 
the island 
empire. 
And that spirit 


counts for more in-the hour of battle 
than a mere 
.show 
of 
numerical 


strength. 
Furthermore, it is probable 


that Russia 
was playing her usual 


game of diplomatio bluffing at Ports- 
mouth, and that inspite of ail profes- 
sions to the contrary, she would*have 
yielded to the demand for indemnity 
ifJapan had insisted upon it to the 
verge of breaking off negotiations.

keep one eye open on the main chance. 
The urban patient prefers them to the 
rural practitioner. 
We willnot under- 


take to say whether he is right, though 
on that point we entertain

If that be true, itis

merely in self-control, but in sensory 
responsiveness. 
PerSaps our people, 


besides 
being less habituated 
to the 


endurance ofpain as a matter of course, 
are also more sensitive to it, not only 
mentally, but physically. 
The modern 


nervous tension and quick responsive- 
ness may lay upon the hero of to-day a 
vastly greater 
burden than was borne 


under 
the same suffering by the man 


of an earlier time, who was not braver 
or more self-contained or morethe mas- 
ter of his own soul, but whose physical 
being did not vibrate v.'ith anything 
like the same intensity under external 
impulse. 


Now and then in some doctor's office 


or medical museum we see a case ofin- 
struments which seem, better fitted for. 
the carpenter's 
bench or the butcher's 


block- than for the 
surgeon's 
table. 


There are knives as large as carvers for 
cutting through quivering and sensitive 
flesh with free sweep and swift stroke, 
as if it were dead meat, and great' saws 
for severing human bones like firewood. 
The sight of them is enough to make 
one glad not to have lived in the old 
days. 
Itis much more comfortable to 


be carved up now. Ifanybody doubts

manity, 
the threat of an amputation 


with these old instruments 
is likely to 


change his opinion. Out of the football 
field men now and then get joints dislo- 
cated and stoically have them set with- 
out ether and rush back into the scram- 
ble. 
Battle and accident and disease 


still inflict untold suffering under cir- 
cumstances 
which no anodyne can dead- 


en. 
But in ordinary life, for the most 


part we have become so accustomed 
to 


relief from physical 
pain in surgical 


practice 
that the deliberate preference 


for endurance 
rather than oblivion ex- 


cites interest and remark. 
Yet only a 


few years ago such endurance 
was a 


matter of course. 
To-day many people 


even to save their lives,would not face 
the pain of old-time practice, so much 
have habit and the knowledge of sur- 
gical luxury affected us. 
Just as it is 


impossible for him who has grown into 
the life of ease and self-indulgence 
to 


take up the regime of early days, when 
he worked with his hands and livedon 
hard fare, so itisimposible for most of 
us to face pain as our fathers and motli- 
Iers did.

aesthetic and finally securing the heroic 
treatment at Bellevue is to-day so much 
out of the ordinary that itsecures liberal 
space in the newspapers.

York Tribune, is itself thought 
worthy 


of notice. 
The refusal of several physi- 


cians so to perform itis eloquent of th.3 
state of surgical practice.
